Selective Service Draftees to 
be Reclassified 

Scoi-eaof men in Lake County, who 
havebeen placed in cIobb four In the 
draft may find themselves in class one 
or two within a short time as a result 
of instructions sent out by Provost 
Marshal General Crowder from Wash- 
ington calling draft boarda all over thi 
country to re-classify those who come 
under the selective service regulations, 
Gen. Crowder expects to place an ad- 
ditional half million menin.claaa one as 
a result of the .re-claasificution.. , •• 

His order 18 aimed especially- ;at 
boards where the number- of those 
placed'in clasa one has fallen below the 
nutlonal average. He wiahea to learn 
why some localities have exhausted all 
the men in claas one. 

The Waukegan board ^haa claBslfied 
the men very carefully b uf under the 
latest instnictiona may find it neceaaary 
to make a number of shlfta. 

The following dispatch tells of the 
latest order: 

Washintgon. June 7.-- A general, re- 
vision of classifications under the select- 
tive service set was started today by 
Provost Marshal General Crowder when 
he telegraphed to the governors flf 
all Btaiea.ordering inveatigations to de- 
termine the reason for the amall num- 
ber of regiatrants in class one in some 
localities. / 

The lists of some boards show an 
average far below the national average 
of 28.7 per cent of regiatrants in class 
one. Some boards have fallen as low as 
10 per cent 

Thousands of men now in clara four 
Bhould be in claases one and two, the 
provost marshal general said, instruc- 
tions were also given that any men m 
class one who are entitled to other 
clasBification should have it. 

Gen. Crowder also announced that 
clasa of 1918 regiatrants will not be 
allowed-lo enlist in the navy or mar- 
ine corparond that no voluntary induc- 
tions will be granted until order and 
Beriai numbers have been assigned. 

After numbers are assigned regis- 
trants may enlist if they obtain cer- 
tiftcales from their local boards Btutiiig 
they are not within the board's current 
quota. '\.

hand corner ;of the Kheet. The dis- 
patch tersely; stated that Wllhur and 
Orvllle Wrlglil hud flown that after- 
noon 1,000 "Odd" feet In a hcavler-thna- 
air machine propelled by an engine 
and ofCercd to send the full story on 
a telegraphic order. 

Next riiornlng the world nt Inrge 
waft given an accurate accnnut of the 
Wrights' epoch-making porforuianco. 
Their machine — the construction of 
which was known only to thomsolves 
nnd the few life an vers on the North 
Carolina banks who had nlded them 
lug tbo big canvas and wooilen bird 
up Kill Devil hill— hiul soared off Into 
space, bad proceeded In a straight line 
a fifth of a mile nnd Imd dropped 
gently to the sand with neither Itself 
nor Its inventor* nay the worse for 
the ftTpcrlencc, The news, utterly dis- 
credited by many scientists nnd taken 
with a grain of salt by the public gen- 
erally, was flashed the length nnd 
breadth of the world. The perform- 
ance was considered Incredible. 
Contrast In Today's News. 
Tomorrow's newspnppra will tell 
of bombing nlrplnnes dropping tons of 
deadly exploslvos'on the lines of the 
nllloa and the central powers In 
Europe, of myriads of scouting ma- 
chines circling thousands of feet In 
the air nbovc those lines and of huge 
passenger biplanes nnd uionoplnnes 
pnsslng from point to point nt speeds 
of from 100 miles nn hour upward. 
The.fe Items will be rend cnKunlly nnd 
with little particular Interest becnuse 
they are common, every-diiy occur- 
rences, 
( A day or so before Salloy filed In 



(he Manteo ofilce the dispatch wbieh 
electrihed the world, word hnd boon 
received In several mctropolltnn news- 
paper ofllces tlint the Wrights of "Day- 
ton, O.. hnd gone to Kitty Hawk. N. C. 
where they had appeared In 1003, and 
were again conducting esperlmruts 
with a gilder, as an, airplane without 
motive power Is called. As the Wrights 
had obinlaed some' success In glider 
building, and as rumor credited them 
with having construct#'d nn alrplnne 
CRglhe cnpHble of lifting the gilder 
''from the^ ground nnd propelling It 
nTrough" thft nTr, severni New York 
ne*wspaper3 had dispatched staff rep- 
resentative? to the bunks. They vere 
nt this moment groping their wny to 
this isolated cornel- of the world, 50 
odd miles from the railroad and acces- 
sible only by motor boat from ElUa- 
beth City. N. C. 

Watched Flights From Tree. 
Salley, who had "covered" the banks 
whenever shipwrecks worth while oc- 
curred there, hnd received more ac- 
curnte ndvnnce Informntlon concern- 
ing the Wrights' ^iperlments than had 
the metropolitan newspaper editors, 
nnd bad dropped do^^^l to Manteo, on 
the. Island of Konnoke, some days pre- 
Tlous. fiach morning thereafter he 
hud made the ten-mile trip across 
Pamlico Sound to Kitty Hawk, nnd 
from a crotch In a forest tree on the 
edge of the dcFortllke banks hnd ol>- 
eerved activities nbout the Wright 
hangar with the aid of a powerful 
pair of field glasses. His perch also 
commanded nn excellent view of the 
ocean side of Kill Devil hlll, largest 
of all the giant dunes, up the side of 
which hud been constructed a 800-foot 
railway. - 

Twice each day the Wrights, assist- 
ed by the life savers, allof whom hnd 
been sworn to secrecy, started the glid- 
er down the Incline,' elevated the plane 
and shot Into the air, to drop graceful- 



ly upon the earth after short flights 
measured in *'mo by seconds. An ac- 
curate description of the contrivance 
In which the Wrights flew was Impos- 
sible, as no close view of It could be 
obtained even by an adroit nnd re- 
sourceful reporter. So determined 
were the Inventors to guard their craft 
with secrecy that they announced they 
would pack up their nmchlue and re- 
turn to Dayton the Instant they learn- 
ed they were spied upon. It was no 
part of Salley's plan to spoil a good 
story. 

First Long Flight Made. 
The afternoon of liny was cloudy, 
with a tendency .toward rain. The 
wind was northenst nnd blowing !•! 
miles an hour. Ordinarily the Wrights 
would not fiy In this sort of -weather. 
Nevertheless llio machine was brought 
from the hangar .and started. The 
glasses showed that It was not only 
equipped wltli. a gas engine but that It 
carried seats "for two nnd had a pair 
of propellers. The group of life savers 
prevented a clear view of the start, hut 
a moment later the reporter did see 
the nmchlne take the air, head directly 
for the oceim nnd land a thousand feet 
distant, npparputly under full control 
of the pilot, At dusk, no more flights 
having been attempted, the reporter 
made his way back to Manteo, well 
aware that he hnd a story of world- 
wide Interest, but depressed by the 
knowledge thot the facts would be gen- 
orally dIr;crodlted. 

Next day holf a down newspaper 
men from New York arrived nt Man- 
teo. Every one was a doubting Thom- 
as straight from Missouri. They were 
all going right over to the flying fields 
and' talk to the Wrights. But they 
didn't. For one thing, the Wrights 
weren't talking. For another. Ilfcsav- 
ers bobbed up out of nowhere when 
one had labored through the sand to 
a point a ndio from the hnngar. They 
were acting under special Instrnctlous 
from Washington, which were to the 
effect that the inventors were not to 
ho disturbed. The Wrights had the 
legal end of the argument, ns they hnd 
borrowed The mud from the llfosavors 
who owned It. 

There wos but one thing to do and 
the reporters did It, They followed the 
example of Snllcy and clluihod trees. 
Mny 11 the Wrights made a flight of 
twn nnd seven-sixteenth miles and 
followed this with n flight of two and 
one-sixteenth miles. The longer Jllght 
was made at,thG rate of 4G.774 miles 
and hour nnd the shorter nt .12.281. 
It. each lastance, as In all the others, 
It wns necessary to wheel the mnchlne 
to the. top of the incline rallwny. no 
method nt thnt time being known 
whereby tbo alrpianes could rise In the 
nlr from level ground. 

Flights Epoch Making. 
Iloth these flights were epoch rank- 
ing In thnt the Wrights did not 
keep to a straight course. For the 
first time they circled one of the dunes 
nnd also renirnod to the starling point 
after a straight flight of three-quar- 
ters of a mfle. The observers com- 
mented on the skillful manner In which 
tbp big canvas bird made the curves. 

The writers who covered Ihene Ini- 
tial flights stuck strictly to such 
facts ns they were able to obtain. 
There was no romancing, no fanciful 
descriptions and no hnphazarding of 
guesses. Yet these plain accounts, 
now known to he accurate, were re- 
garded with great suspicion when 
they were received la newspaper of- 
fices. Tlie reporters wore frequently 
cautioned to bo conservative nnd ono 
man was commanded by the editorof 
a Cleveland paper to confine himself 
to fncts and "cut but all this wildcat 
stuff nbout two-mile flights." 

The flnal experiment was made Mny 
14. At noon thnt dny the Wrights 
left the grounds and made a flight of 
eight miles, the distance being judged 
accurately over ground cnrufully 
measured. All previous spned records 
were brfiken, two of the eight ndles be- 
ing made In two minutes and forty sec- 



onds. Several short flights were then 
made, and lato In the day Wilbur 
AVrlght, with Fumoss, his mechanician. 
rose In the air to beat even the olght- 
mlle record. At the height of twenty 
feet he started up tlie beuch in n north- 
easterly direction, and In the face of a 
twenty-mil e-nn-hour wind. In chron- 
icling this flight one of the reporters 
wrote: 

Machine Salted Beautifully. 
"The machine sailed along serenely 
under the bright blue sky like a thing 
endowed with life. Behind her floated 
a flock of RUlls nnd crows that seemed 
at once amazed' and jealous of this 
now thing of the air. Kenchlng the 
hills that Jut -out on the bench, tho 
cruiser of the air proudly lifted her 
nose nnd. Ultlnjc upward, passed easily 
over the thirty-foot summit She 
then careened on down the beach 
nntU Uie three-mile limit was reached, 
when, with another twist of the lever 
she described a graceful turn and be- 
gnn the Journey back to the starting 
point. With' tho same enao and grace 
she made the return, appearing and 
disappearing nt Intervals as the sand- 
hills Inten-ened. nnd circled the hangar, 
swung In half circle once more and 
was off again over her old tracks down- 
across the sand dunes. The picture 
was astounding nnd picturesque at 
once. There was not a motion visi- 
ble when she passed tho ohservntlon 
point of the correspondents, and once 
more she lifted up nnd passed over tho 
hill and out of sight. It was the last 
vision the correspondents had of tho 
graceful airship. Down the home- 
stretch between the sen and tho sand- 
hill, something gave way. The watch- 
ers heard a whirring of the machlno 
and then all was silent. While we 
waited for her to reappear word wns 
brought that the ship had been 
wrecked.. A wrong lever had been 
pulled, nnd her nose. Instead of elevat- 
ing, bad turned down, and she had 
dived Into the ennd. A guy wire cut 
Wright on the nose, but he escaped 
other injury." 

The next oppearance of tho Wrights 
at Kitty Ilnwk, was made In tho fall 
of 1911. when OrvUIe Wright con- 
ducted a 6e.-lcs of experiments In a 
gilder In tbo hope of perfecting a^ 
stabilizing device. No engine wns 
used. During one night *lic' remained 
stationary In tho air 80 feet nbovo 
tho crest of Kill Devil hill ten min- 
utes and one second, thereby breaking 
the world's glider record.

There Is noth- 
ing wrong with this soil from tho 
standpoint of crop production, and I 
»m satisfied that It will give splendid , 
results wherever put under cultlva- 
Uon." , ^ 

It is soil like this properly worked, 
and on scientific lines, as Is^tho 
rule today, that gives the opportunity 
to quote the experiences of farmers 
who havo Increased their incomes 
from SfiOO to §30,000 In two seasons, 
iuid whoso story would read ns fol- 
lows : 

•1 have threshed altogether 7,000 
bushels of No. 1 Northern wheat from 
EOO acres, which went from 24 to CO 
per acre — sod breaking 24, spring 
plowing 30, back setting 50 bushels— 
tho average being 35 bushels per acre." 
The newspaper giving an account of 
this man's experience says: "When ho 
disposed of his 1,000 acres from north 
of Brooks, Alta, to four Oak Harbor 
men, ho was worth $30,000.

HE Kirghiz arc divided Into 
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two branches; the Kara (or 
IJlnck). KlrKhlr, who Inhabit 
the uplands of the Ruaso-. 
Chinese frontier on the headwaters of 
the "Xonlscl* river, and the Klrghlz-Ka- 
znlcs or Klrghlz-HIders, who live on 
the steppes of the central Asiatic 
plutcan nnd extend as fur west us the 
Volga^ The- Klrghlz-KuznUs are a 
Turko-MongoUnn people, whose np- 
licaranco Inclines tO; the Mongolian 
type, but whose language has pre- 
served Us primitive Tatar (TurUlsh). 
form, writes E. Nelson Fell In Asia. 
They number about two million souls 
nnd are scattered over a wide terri- 
tory of about two million squnre miles 
in extent. 

During seven years the writer lived 
In. Intimate association with thls.pco- 
ple, as employer of the small fraction 
(if them willing to work In and around 
tlie mines, and as a friend and com- 
imnlon of the large majority, of them, 
vho preferred to carry on the spirit of 
their race on the open steppe, meet- 
ing the sun In his daily course over 
the boundless plateau nnd watching 
theli; anlmnls under stars at night, flit- 
ting from pasture to pasture as their 
flocks nnd herds required fresh graz- 
ing. 

Here is a people which neither 
fow's nor reaps, and which tnkes no 
thought of the morrow, but unthink- 
ingly relies upon nature to provide for 
Its wants by natural Increase; which 
preserves Its own Integrity and con- 
tinuity, not by restraints imposed 
from the outside, but by restraints 
Imposed by the Individuals upon them- 
r^Ives; which cures for the stranger 
by the divinely imposed duty of hos- 
\iitnllty, which provides for the fa- 
therless nnd the old and Infirm by self- 
\mposed rules and customs ; which rc- 
epects Its deud and raises monuments 
to protect their remains and which 
(probably "since Its adoption of Mo- 
Immmcdnnlsm) believes In a future 
life. The Kirghiz have been Muhum- 
inednns for three or four c-nturles. 
The essence of their code Is kindliness 
nnd self-rcRtrnlnt; kindness to man an 
beast and to the helpless and wenlc, 
nnd a self-control which arouses the 
Plncpre respect of our nnbrltlled west- 
ern natures. 

Their Patriarchal Government. . 
They are n strictly nomadic people, 
who have wandered over this seml- 
nrld land for centuries and. have ac- 
*qulred n prescriptive title to It, with- 
out any centralized form of govern- 
ment to assert their rights to It 
ngnlnst Intruders. Their form of pa- 
trlarchnl self-government Is quite well 
defined to themselves bnt almost Invis- 
ible to oiir centralized inlnds. Bach 
Aool (a settlement of. 15 or 20 tents) 
is In charge of a headman, sometimes 
h "sultan," in. whom all- the property 
of the Aool Is considered to be vested. 
This over-lordshlp usually passes 
from fathtjr to son without friction, 
nnd the responsibility for the physical 
well-being of the Aool rests with him; 
the rules for the care of the old and 
young are prescribed by ancient cus- 
tom, and the harmony of the Aool Is 
rarely disturbed. 

If Is a gay life which the Kirghiz 
lead In their tents In the summer. 
Chattering an unceasing chatter, they 
watch the sun slip across the sky and 
night finds them chattering atlU. If a 
stranger comes In sight they jump 
Into their saddles and. rush helter- 
Bkelter to meet him. With loud cries 
of "Amnnnt Amnnn, Ball" they wel- 
come him and seize tlio reins of his 
horse, drag him at headlong speed Into 
their Aool and lead him Into the tent 
suitable to his rank. The .Intensity 
of the chatter increases; the koumla 
Is whipped to a foara In the huge 
skins which contain U and poured Into 
n' large bowl; from this It Is served 
Jn smaller painted bowls, made of 
wood and holding about a quart, to 
each* person present. 

The Kirghiz Tent. 
It Is a gay, merry life; nnd In the 
tents of the rich patriarchs. It Is one 
of considerable dignity. Their tents 
are of snowy white felt with the edges 
gaily embroidered. The ropes passing 
over such a tent are of camel's hair 
-whose strands are oC varied nnd gay 
colors. Like all yurtus, It Is circular 
In shape with a scml-clrculnr dome- 
like top. A large one will be 25 feet 
In .diameter, and the Interior, Is free 
from all obstructions. The top. Is open 
to the aVy, but can bo closed at night 



weather by a tnnduk 
large flap of felt. Inside there Is no 
furniture, but the ground, which cpn- 
stltutes the -floor. Is covered with the 
finest emboldered felts and iDgs from 
Samarkand. The sides are hung with 
gorgeous silks and large silk cushions 
are profusely distributed. 

When guests are expected, the fam- 
ily hangs their brightest clothes and 
richest furs on ropes which stretch 
across the tent, and the whole, effect 
Is beautiful and extremely luxurious. 
Everyone sits on the ground or re- 
clines on cushions nnd, when food Is 
served (whlclL Is a continuous per- 
formnncc), a smnll round tuble Is 
brought In. about six Inches high. 
The only discontented thing In the 
tent Is the hunting eugle, which sita 
in the background on his perch, sigh- 
ing for the return of winter. 

The Kirghiz are a short, thick-set 
race, with coarse black hair on their 
hends but witli little hnlr on their 
faces. Their complexion Is a durk ol- 
ive brown and tlie young people hnva 
a pleasant rosy glow In ihoir cheeks; 
their features have many of tlie Mon- 
golian charncteristlcs. The race Is 
much mixed, however,' and Individuals 
of Turkish and Semitic cast of fea- 
tures are not lucking. They are 
neither ugly nor beautiful, but their 
expression Is kindly and gentle; their 
teeth are nsunlly white nnd often en- 
dure to old age unblemished. They 
never wnlk or perform any rannunl la- 
bor, and their hands and feet are al- 
most Invariably small. 

They are perfect horsemen In their 
own peculiar style of riding; they sit 
on tiny saddles with very short stir- 
rups. No mnn could ride on such 
saddles If he were not encased, as 
they are. In luycr upon Inygr of thick 
cotton-wadded clothes nnd furs (uau- 
nlly sheepskins), and none of our mco 
would consent to present the picture 
which they do when they sit perched 
high on their smnll ponies, stuffed out 
twice or thrice their nntural girth. 
. Winter Their Hard Time. 
The winter is a hord time for mnn 
nnd boast. It Is seven months long, 
and the wind never tires of blowing, 
while the therraomoter sinks to 50 nml 
CO degrees below- zero. When the bliz- 
zard blows, the nlr Is full of blinding 
snow, and when the sun ehlnes, as it 
does, sometimes, the snow becomes 
covered with a hard crust, nnd then 
tlie stock suffers cruelly. Not so much* 
the horses, for they are nnturally 
tough nnd can paw through the crust, 
hut the cattle are more helpless and 
the sheep and goats entirely so, nnd 
they must be herded where the anow 
is soft or where there Is none, or they 
must be fed from the small supply of 
wild hay which has been saved dur- 
ing the summer. Only the camel Is 
snfe, with his long hnlr protecting his 
uncouth body, and Inrge soff eyes 
which can look straight into the storm, 
und with his two lumps of fat,, on 
which he can live till the stormy time 
pafi.'ies nnd spring comes, again. 

.The only relief which the people 
have from the tedium of winter Is 
sport, of which they are very. fond. 
They have few firearms and only use 
tliem when they hunt the bighorn 
sheep. Then they shoulder a mnzzloi 
loading, smooth-bore, single-barrel 
rifle about four feet six Inches long, 
whose barrel Is so heavy that It must 
be supported by a wooden crutch at 
Its muzzle end. The smaller anlmnls 
they hunt with eagles. In! the training 
nnd handling of which they are skill- 
ful, and a good eagle will. In a season, 
catch sufllclcnt hares nnd foxes and 
wolves to furnish enough pelts -for 
clothing all Uie dwellers in the Aool 
with the furs which are bo necessary 

to them. 

The Kirghiz pmctlce a few arts or 
trades on a very small scale" nnd fre- 
quently display a considerable sense 
of artistic thoroughness. Burlng the 
winter the women spin thread both of 
camel's-hnir nnd sheep's, wool, not with 
n wheel, butwlth a Utile spindle, which 
can be compared to a child's top. In 
the summer they weave the thread In- 
to narrow strips. A stake la driven 
Into the ground outside one of the tents 
und hero the weaving commences nnd 
proceeds across the Steppe Indefinitely 
until the diligence of the weaver or the 
supply of thread falls. Camera hnlr is 
preferred for cloth and the result Is n 
strip, nbout 10 Inches wide, of doll 
brown clothj rather heavy nnd eternal- 
ly ..-wear-proof.

Be It Ordained By The President and 
Board of Trustees of the Village of 
Antioch, County of Lake and State 
of niinois. 

Section 1. No person, firm, or cot- 
poration engaged in carryinR on the 
busini'aa of selling Jrugs or keeping 
what is commonly known as a drug 
store, shiill sell, distribute cr give away 
alcohol or any vinous, spirituous, in* 
toxirnting or fermented liquor by him 
self, agent or servant without a license 
or permit so to do as is hereinafter 
provided. 

Section 2. Every person, firm or 
corporation engaged in the business of 
selling drugs or keeping what is com- 
monly known as a. drug store shall, 
before selling, distributing or giving 
away any alcohol or vinous, spirituous, 
intoxicating gr fermented liquor fir^t 
obtain a license so to do. ' 

Every such person, firm or corpora- 
tion, before obtaining such license, 
shall enter into bond in the penal sum 
of Five Hundred Dollars with sufficient 
surety to be approved by the President 
and Board of Trustees of the Village 
conditioned for the faithful observance 
of all of the ordinances of the Village 
relating to or regulating the sale, 
distribution or giving away of such 
alcohol or liquors. The amount of such 
license shall be at the rate of Three 
HuncJred Dollars per annum. 

Sections. No such person, firmer 
corporation shall sell, distribute or give 
away any alcohol or liquors as herein- 
before mentioned except upon the pre- 
scription of a physician unless such 
person, firm or corporation by himself, 
his agent, pervant nr employp, shall 
use duo dihgence in aacertHining for 
what purpose the same is to be used 
and shall he satisfied beyond a reason' 
able doubt that the person or persons 
applying for such alcohol or liquors 
siiall use the same in good faith for 
mechanical, chemical, medicinal or 
sacramental purposes and no such per- 
son, firm or corporation shall sell; dis 
tribute or give nwny any such alcohol 
or liquors except for mechanical, chem- 



cat, medicinal or sacramental pur- 
poses. 

Section 4. Any person, firm or cor- 
poration violatmg any of the provisions 
of this ordinance shall bo subject to a 
penalty of not less than Twentv-fivo 
Dollars nor more than Throe Hundred 
Dollars for each- and every offense, and 
each sale, distribution or. gift shall 
constitute a separate and distinct 
offense. 

Section 6. In addition to such penal- 
ty any person, firm or corporation, 
obtaining a license who shall neglect or 
refuse to comply with this ordinance, 
shall in addition to tho fine provided 
herein be subject to have such license 
or permit revoked and forfeit all 
license fees paid. 

Section 6. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances in confiict herewith arc 
hereby repealed. 

Section 7, This ordinance shall be in 
full force and effect ten days after its 
passage, approval and publication.

SuggestB Raise In Unearned income 
Rate— Gives Views In Letter to 
■ KItchIn, Chairman of Ways 
and Means Committee. 

Washington, June 8.— Secretary JIc- 
Adoo on Thursdoy recommended In a 
letter to Chairman Kitchln of thu 
house ways and means committee that 
the new revenue hill l)e drawn to raise 
$8,000,000,000 by taxation, one-third 
of Uio estimated 524,000.000.000 expen- 
ditures In the fiscal, year 1019. 

lie also recommended that a war- 
profit tax be .established at high rate, 
to be superimposed upon existing ex- 
cess profits taxes ; that the normal in- 
come tax on unearned Incomes be 
raised and that hcovy taxation be Im- 
posed upon luxuries. 

In his letter the secretary said: 
"If I may, without Impropriety, 
offer a suggestion as to "the revenue 
measure, I should recommend: 

"1. That one-third of the cash 
expenditures to be made during the 
fiscal year ending 'June 30, 1019, be 
provided, by taxotlon. According to 
my estimates, this would involve rais- 
ing $8,000,000,000 through taxation.- 

"2. That a real war profits tax at 
a high rate bo levied upon^ all war 
profits. This tax should be superim- 
posed upon tlfe exlsUng excess prof- 
Its tax In such a way that the tax- 
payer should be required to pay which- 
ever tax Is the greater. 

"The existing excess profits tax 
should be amended In certain Impor- 
tant porticulars so as to remove in- 
equalities. 

"3. That there should be a sub- 
Btantlnl Increase in tho ' amount of 
normal Income tax upon so-called un- 
eorned Incomes. Under existing laws 
earned Incomes above certain ex- 
empUonB arft taxed 4 per cent as an 
Income tax and 8 per cent ns an ex- 
cess profits tax. making a total of 1- 
per cent, while unearned incomes, do- 
rived from securities, etc., are taxed 
only 4 per cent. The 8 per cent tax 
should be rccognlted as an income 
tax and the rate of 12 per cent (4 per 
cent normal and 8 per cent excess 
profits) should be retained In respect 
to earned incomes, while a higher rate 
than 12 per cent should be Imposed 
on unearned Incomes. 

"4. That heavy taxation be Imposed 
upon nil luxuries."

Tho faro Is 
franca and 25 centimes, or about $1.2p'
